ANOTHER AN- 
NOUNCED.—Every little while there starts 
genius proclaiming the invention new language 
that can learned with ease and that will solve 
the problem intercommunication for people 
throughout the world. That was the claim for 
Volapuk, generation ago, and for while there was 
Volapuk cult, which wore off, however, leaving 
humanity better off respect intercommuni- 
cation than had been before. Then there was Ido, 
but Ido failed. Now comes the news from Paris that 
man named Horowicz has perfected universal 
speech which calls Cosmolinguia, and that while 
comprises only 600 words “flexible and color- 
ful enough for all purposes.” proof its utility, 
asserts that has translated and 
some the works Schiller into Cosmolinguia, 
besides using commercial correspondence. Per- 
haps shall hear more about Cosmolinguia— 
perhaps not. the meanwhile, the nearest approach 
universal medium communication between 
people different nations Latin, and, next 
that, perhaps the most widespread language the 
present time English. The most fascinating thing 
about the new language Mr. Horowicz that 
contains only 600 words. But don’t throw away 
English and Latin dictionaries pending confirma- 
tion the report from Paris. 


THE LATEST EDUCATIONAL AUX- 
ILIARY.—Educational expedients reflect the times. 
Great has been the progress the world pros- 
perity and comfort since the days Ireland’s hedge 
schools, which illustrated the thirst for knowledge 
well the desperate poverty race celebrated 
for nimble intellect and determined make the best 
circumstances matter how bad they might be. 
striking contrast with hedge schools are the con- 
veniences provided for the children migratory 
communities outlying areas Canada. two 
widely separated districts Northern Ontario, 
populated working people mixed races the 
employ the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
young folks are now provided with schoolrooms 
wheels. brief description the “school 
may interesting, the latest phase edu- 
cational equipment, and the newest demonstration 
Lord Brougham’s famous declaration that “the 
schoolmaster abroad.” 

Viewed from the outside, school car presents the 
appearance standard railway coach the first 
class. Inside, dividéd into two apartments—a 
class-room and comfortable living quarters for the 


teacher. the class-room are blackboard, regu-

EDUCATION AND OCCUPATION.—Is the 
subject college education practical prepara- 
tion for life still the category matters under 
discussion? There are those who declare not, 
one them being Dr. Louis Hartson, professor 
psychology Oberlin, who backs his contention 
with fresh statistics. 

Hearing the assertion that after emerging with 
diploma takes the average college man five ten 
years find his place the active world, the 
Doctor traced the careers 600 men who were 
graduated from college between 1914 and 1922. 
found that nearly per cent. the number settled 
immediately into what have proved their life- 
time occupations, and per cent., after first experi- 
ments that proved unsatisfactory, turned some- 
thing which they are now carrying with success. 
the remainder there are few who have followed 
many six different callings, but the reassuring 
deduction from tabulation all the returns that 
takes the average college graduate not more than 
year and nine months after completing his formal 
studies become settled the work his life. 

This information reassuring. For those aspiring 
leadership under modern business conditions 
educational preparation essential. The world 
affairs the lookout for 
equipped. Those who leaving college possess 
health and character well trained intelligence 
will not required lose much time finding 
positions which they can acquit themselves with 
credit. 
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DON’T JUMP CONCLUSIONS.—Can skill 
resulting from training one set movements 
utilized advantage the practice another set 
movements? Time was when every teacher who 
was asked this question would have answered 
but members the Psychological Section 
the British Association have made recent tests 
which lead them conclude that the proper answer 
“No.” 

Here description one their typical experi- 
ments: Boys years, not working, were 
paid for their time taking simple test manual 
dexterity. They were put into two groups nearly 
equal age and intelligence possible. One group 
was then dismissed, while the other was trained 
use the hands more complex operation until 
great speed and skill were acquired. Then both 
groups were given simple test similar the first. 
They were paid the basis excellence, all did 
their best. There was difference the ability 
the two groups handle the unfamiliar. The train- 
ing one group was help attacking new 
occupation. 

the basis these results the members the 
Psychological Section seem disposed hold that 
because training certain operations involving 
muscular and nervous activity useful only those 
particular operations, the same thing must true 
mental training, and that, for instance, learning 
Latin not valuable discipline for the development 
the mind large, though has been supposed 
and asserted schoolmasters throughout the 
ages. 

this latter question, practical people generally 
are likely side with the schoolmasters rather than 
with the British psychologists, least until the 
matter dispute has been subjected further and 
more completely satisfactory trial. does not follow 
that what may true with regard the muscles 
sure true with regard the mind. 


COLLEGE STUDENTS AND 
Every little while newspaper correspondent 
college town here there throughout the country 
telegraphs journals the great cities accounts 
happenings this that institution higher 
learning, and nine times out ten the incident 
made the basis editorial generalizations regarding 
tendencies the youth today. 

From the South, not long ago, came information 
the death student the University Texas, 
the result accidental electrocution while his 
comrades were putting him through the rigors 
initiation into fraternity. From the East came 
announcement that the faculty had suppressed hu- 
morous publication conducted for years the stu- 
dents the University New York, alleging that 
the tone the magazine was poor that was not 
fit bear the name its alma mater. Beyond per- 
adventure the Texans responsible for tragedy 
because they thought fun get 
imprisoned between two wire bed springs and then 
subject him powerful electric current have 
mistaken sense humor. Undoubtedly the New 
Yorkers answerable for the inanities the sus- 
pended magazine were similarly afflicted. Yet 
does not follow that collegians everywhere are lack- 
ing wit. Newspaper commentators, however, 
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certain instances have hastily suggested that 
conclusion. 

But prompt utilization current incidents 
texts for generalizing habit not monopolized 
writers newspaper editorials. From Princeton 
comes dispatch conveying the news that when 
students taking the course dramatic art were 
requested recently name the plays their choice, 
out expressed preference for works 
Shakespeare. seems that during nine preceding 
years when similar test student taste was made 
Princeton, the most popular drama was Rostand’s 
“Cyrano Bergerac.” This year that production 
received only three votes. This intelligence inter- 
esting. The dispatch from Princeton goes add 
that the professor charge the course dra- 
matic art made the following remarks: 

“Tt evident that the younger generation vot- 
ing straight down the line for romantic tragedy and 
does not want the sophisticated drama the present 
day. The vote tends show that modern youth 
not really cynical many surface observers 
would have believe.” 

Professors well editors may prone 
postulate general conclusions from insufficient data. 
Notwithstanding this liability, gratifying 
note the good taste drama manifested students 
Princeton, while the other hand there room 
for doubt that the poor taste humor exhibited 
student group institutions New York and 
Texas representative college students class. 


VITALIZED GEOGRAPHY 
Teachers whose memory goes back the time when 
geography recitations were dreary 
esting, and who contrast the geography lesson the 
past with that the present, cannot avoid reflecting 
upon the reason for the difference. Geography the 
same thing now that was then, but the method 
teaching geography has changed. longer 
presented abstraction. correlating with 
what pupils already know, with things which 
they are interested, brought home their 
minds. They grasp its significance. has taken its 
place one the most popular branches taught— 
and all because the change the method 
teaching it. 

Something learned from this—the impor- 
tance linking what taught with what 
the mind the pupil. unfailing means 
arousing interest the geography lesson con- 
nect with the news the day. The successful 
teacher geography keeps her eye the news- 
papers. When the zeppelin was crossing the Atlan- 
tic mid-October, its course was followed 
geography classes every part the United States, 
whose members never will forget the position the 
Azores and the Bermudas, because they will always 
associate those islands and other places brought into 
prominence this trip with the thrilling voyage 
the huge craft that carried forty passengers 
through the air from Europe America.

English justified? From this consideration 
let bar the yearly final examinations, which 
certain localities are standardized issued State 
collegiate boards.

Types examination overwhelm with their mul- 
tiplicity and complexity. The “yes-no-didn’t say” 
type has its advantages: objective, easily given, 
easily graded, economical its time requirement 
stressing only slightly the memory phase the 
work. furnishes the examiner with excellent 
mental exercise finding suitable questions, and 
quiets his conscience the accuracy the grading. 
the student not wholly satisfied, because his 
inability qualify his answers, his objections may 
met the assurance that tests shows unerringly 
his grasp the matter under consideration. The 
use this type the able instructor limited 
usually the brief test the day’s assignment, 
and here admirable. 


The “completion type” reveals the instructor, 
through the student’s filling blanks where im- 
portant words have been omitted, that certain facts 
are known. When the factual element the subject 
rich, and where drill work (as the languages) 
desired, the type valuable.

The “multiple choice,” known also the “best 
answer” type, presents economical manner 
material requiring thought; stresses common 
sense, offers range and variety, and necessitates care 
selection.

The essay-type examination has been decried 
difficult rate, exoribitant its demands 
teacher and pupil, unpedagogical and unpyscho- 
logical its make-up. The main attack centers 
around the inaccuracy rating. The criticisms 
noted are, extent, justified. But what 
wish index pupil development terms other 
than numerical? What the possibility for- 
mulating the questions examination test 
pupil’s student’s powers appreciation well 
her synthetic and analytic ability? What 
testing that the teacher may learn not only the 
student’s grasp content, but also what extent 
he, the instructor, has succeeded failed his at- 
tempt transfer training? the ability 
determine accurate numerical rating exam- 
ination—remember are barring standardized 
State collegiate board examinations—to outweigh 
point vital the teacher? Can she obtain mea- 
sure, not numerically exact, grant, the appre- 
ciations and ideals the individual? One who has 
worked with group from their entrance into high 
school until the senior year without question 
more interested the moral and spiritual develop- 
ment the student than the mere factual content 
her mind. 


the mid-year group fourth year students 
took examination the essay type with the ob- 
jective determining appreciations and ideals. 
examination the test will show, treat 
satisfactorily, student must have the power 
diagnose the difficulty and adopt tentative solu- 
tion. Further, she must realize the necessity or- 
ganizing thought-material, and weighing values, 
with consequent inclusion elimination factors 
suggested. Since maximum time limit ninety 
minutes was set, she had consider carefully the 
sections and their development. suggestions 
procedure were given. The results the test 
may judged the outline and student papers 
appended.

The outline and develop- 
ment given have undergone change since the 
seniors wrote them. the instructor the evidence 
real grasp and growth Christian ideals was 
the most encouraging characteristic the work, 
though the correlation English, religion, and other 
school subjects are marked.

FEW years ago two progressive American 
teachers made extended tour England, 
Scotland, and Belgium for the sole purpose ob- 
serving the work certain schools where the 
individual method instruction had been tried out 
for least ten years with evident satisfaction 
interested parents and educators. They entered 
these schools with open and respective minds, not 
expecting perfection, but hoping discover some 
means bettering the schools home—some way 
reaching the individual without sacrificing the 
class. They realized, course, that account 
national and local differences various types, 
certain amount experimentation and perseverance 
would necessary before new method any 
kind could successfully established anywhere. 
They believed, however, that seeing for them- 
selves the results the individual method 
Europe, and finding out, though the courtesy 
the teachers, some the specific causes these 
results, they could greatly economize instruction 
America. this, their hope, they were not disap- 
pointed. What they sought, and found, was per- 
mission through the schools one wanders 
through large department store see whether 
not one will patronize it. The shopper does not 
depreciate the things for which she has use; she 
leaves them for another whom they may help- 
ful. Nor does she praise extravagantly what may 
precious her and valueless others. with 
educational commodities. Each interested person 
must select wisely what will helpful solve his 
particular problems, and take for granted that 
different opinions arise from different needs. 

The teachers met Europe were most courteous 
and generously gave the visitors the benefit their 
experiences—satisfactory and otherwise—in using 
the individual method instruction. soon be- 
came evident that although the fundamental princi- 
ples the method were adhered every school, 
the modifications procedure were many and 
varied. primary classes were children seen 
doing problems arithmetic the blackboard, 
standing line for oral reading spelling. There 
was singsong memorizing tables prayers; 
attempting write the same letter the same 
time everybody else the class. The old method 
had undoubtedly gone. but just how and when 
what now generally considered the better method 
was introduced, was not ascertained. 

One the best the Montessori Schools taught 
the Sisters Notre Dame Scotland 
Dowanhill, where the system has been operation 
for several years the practicing school the 
Glasgow Training College. The Sisters began with 
class the kindergarten, and they added class 
each year. The head-mistress, and some the Re- 
ligious who hold Montessori diplomas, trained the 
secular teachers. The visitors said that these teach- 
ers were admirable—so gentle, patient, kind, and 
self-sacrificing, that was inspiration with 


them for short time. for the children, they 
appeared like beautiful flowers unfolding and grow- 
ing all their innocent loveliness. Since Madame 
Montessori has not yet been able formulate 
scheme for teaching English reading, geography, 
and history, the headmistress has done this most 
effectively means pictures, parts text books, 
and sets questions, which enable the children 
teach themselves. 

The following letters written students and 
teachers Dowanhill Training College while 
studying with Madame Montessori, prove that en- 
thusiasm for the individual method general, and 
for the Montessori method particular, not 
the wane—at least not Scotland: 

“The course divided into three sections—lec- 
tures, practical work, and observation. Wed- 
nesday mornings from 9.30 till are devoted 
practice with the apparatus. Mrs. Bang explains 
quickly but thoroughly each piece apparatus, and 
then leaves the students practise. list 
schools where the method used left the table 
the demonstration room and each student fills 
her name under the school where she would like 
observe the method. far, have only visited two 
L.C.C. schools and two Convents. one the 
schools met teacher whose enthusiasm led her 
supply all the Montessori apparatus her own 
expense. She has the children from three five 
years old, but after that they have follow the 
ordinary curriculm. Her results are excellent, and 
the little ones are wonderfully happy. 


“Madame Montessori delivers her lectures with 
great force and vitality and without the assistance 
single note. She lectures Italian and the in- 
terpreter, Miss Cornish, translates. Madame does 
not hesitate tell her when she has not conveyed 
the exact shade Madame’s meaning! (Dr. Mon- 
tessori understands English perfectly but does not 
speak fluently enough lecture it.) She 
lingers over phrase until she quite sure the 
students have grasped its full signification. 
studied Italian for short time before coming 
London, have not great difficulty following 
the Dotteressa’s own words, and enjoy every 
moment the lectures. realize fully the advan- 
tages training Dowanhill, all the lectures 
presuppose knowledge the other educational 
theories and psychology. afraid have but 
inadequately expressed myself appreciation the 
course. Each day makes realize how much 
gain. Glasgow teachers only knew its worth, the 
Glasgow educational authorities would bom- 
barded with many requests for leave absence, 
that they would perforce have petition Madame 
Montessori give her course Glasgow! 

Further interesting details are supplied three 
Dowanhill Sisters who are also following the course 
given Madame Montessori: 

Macmillan Open-Air Nursery Deptford. 
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situated the very heart slumdom. saw 
Miss Macmillian herself, dear old lady. She still 
supervises, but not able show her visitors 
round, she entrusted the care the Lady 
Principal, who very kindly explained the work- 
ing the school, which contains 250 babies from 
years age. They are brought school 
7.30 and called for 5:30 saw the 
two-year olds dining. There were three tables ac- 
cording the degree promotion. The children 
the top table were allowed serve themselves out 
the tureens carried round their little 
those the second table were served, and were able 
resist eating until spoons were brought. This 
served distinguish them from their companions 
the bottom table, who could not wait for spoons, 
but immediatly set work with and, when 
these were held back, their tongues came into oper- 


“In the school visited, East Acton, the Mon- 
tessori Method followed the children the 
age eight. After three years Montessori work 
they follow ordinary work class four groups 
worked the group method, then they are admitted 
into Senior III class. This plan has proved very 
successful the fourth year, the children who 
have neglected weak subject concentrate 
favorite subject, are made devote their attention 
the improvement that which they are less 
proficient. this school every class has distinct 
uniform—sleeveless overall the class color....... 
saw the youngest class lunch. Each child has 
little white cardboard plate. Four children had 
red armlets. These were the servers, who carried 
round plates biscuits their conpanions. 
Franciscan Missionary Mary, who 
has been Superior her Convent Uganda for 
twenty-three years, has come follow the Montes- 
sori Course. Isn’t she courageous!” 


For the most part, the Individual Schools 
England, well the real Montessori and 
Dalton Schools, the morning session devoted 
the fundamental subjects. hour allowed 
the Government for “Scripture and Hymns.” The 
afternoon given poetry and dramatization; 
the children the slums are taught beautiful 
modern well classic poems. Children 
eight and nine are very appreciative 
good literature, and thoroughly enjoy the English 
periods. Both the English and the Scottish children 
sing well. They read music sight, interpret read- 
ily, and evidently profit the yearly Musical 
Festivals, moderately-priced Symphonies, and Radio 
Concerts. Handiwork, Art, and Nature Study are 
well taught, and every school devotes fair amount 
time which includes everything from 
physical exercises, singing, and action games 
basket and center ball. game field considered 
necessary adjunct for every school; even for one 
with large playground attached. 

the non-Catholic schools visited, the most in- 
teresting were: The Girls’ Secondary School 
Streatham Hill; Bedales School Petersfield 
between the North Downs and the South Downs; 
and the Marlborough Infants’ School L.C.C. 
Chelsea, suburb London. 

The atmosphere the Streatham School most 
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scholarly. The visitors found the girls restrained, 
but not constrained, during class intervals; and 
earnest, silent workers large study hall the 
subject rooms when not getting help from the 
teacher. Miss Rosa Bassett, the headmistress, was 
the first introduce the Dalton Plan into England, 
where has spread far more rapidly than the 
United States where orignated. Miss Bassett has 
made some changes the procedure that she saw 
when visiting Miss Parkhurst’s individualized high 
school Dalton, Massachusetts. Streatham in- 
stead allowing morning free study with 
weekly class period each subject, the first two 
periods daily are devoted class work, while the 
last period the morning and the first the after- 
noon are study periods during which pupil may 
prepare any subject she chooses. 


The teachers Miss Bassett’s school are exceed- 
ingly courteous visitors studying the Dalton Plan. 
They give generously their experience, and speak 
freely the disadvantages well the advan- 
tages the scheme. Streatham, and elsewhere, 
was evident that the teachers not wholly satisfied 
with individual instruction, were those charge 
modern language departments. They want more 
time for oral class work. The fact that here, and 
other schools England and the United States, 
the assignment must finished all within 
month, lays the Plan open the serious criticism 
that sufficient allowance not made for individual 
differences. For genuine freedom time limit 
should set. This the ideal, but alas! not 
always practicable, frequently there jarring 
factor that prevents things from running smoothly 
—lack cooperation, lack ability, make good 
assignment, lack ability adjust oneself 
unforseen conditions. 


Bedales Petersfield there co-education, 
but the social atmosphere this renowned boarding 
school for boys and girls wholesome and charm- 
ing. The headmaster, Mr. Badley, rare person- 
ality, unconsciously leaving the impression his 
own noble ideals the school that founded, and 
over which has presided for more than thirty 
years. Mr. Badley graciously showed the teachers 
every department his school, and gave them the 
benefit his experience with the Dalton Plan. 
said that his teachers had tried the unmodified plan 
for several years, but finally made some changes 
since they found that the pupils were too young 
arrange their time advantageously. The principal 
alteration consisted having three subjects studied 
intensively for fortnight, and three other subjects 
studied the same way for the next for 
instance, the pupils devote themselves for two weeks 
French, mathematics, and English; then for the 
next two weeks drawing, history, Latin, 
science. One very commendable feature instruc- 
tion Bedales School that there are time 
limits set for assignments. Each child works his 
own pace assignment until finished. 
then begins another. 

The ideal Dalton School was found the Kirk 
Stall Road School Leeds which Mr. John 
Eades headmaster. The secret the success

Why should the expert teaching 
and well-nigh individual attention the high 
school teacher reap scantier harvest pure 
speech, than that produced few games and 
little vigilance the part the Kindergarten 

we, teachers young children, take time 
solve this problem shall end our search with 
higher ideals our work and firmer determination 
accomplish definite results the most neglected 
field elementary education. 

That English neglected field even our most 
highly supervised and carefully systematized school 
systems, must conceded anyone really touch 
with modern education. And this holds true the 
face the fact that teachers, supervisors, superin- 
tendents, intelligent parents and school-board mem- 
bers agree placing language work second only 
reading the elementary school curriculum. Why 
then should often neglected and irregularly 
taught? 

The foremost cause leading this unhappy 
result is, doubt, the fact that the teacher cannot 
checked this subject others. The 
children must produce some definite and tangible 
results. Even drawing, writing, and the other 
manual subjects, progress and achievement are 
not expressed the shape flat washes, movement 
drills, lamp shades, cetera, the teacher these 
branches will called account. But since one 
has yet invented test means which may 
accurately measure little child’s appreciation 
literature gage his standard good English, the 
language period can conveniently dropped with- 
out anyone’s becoming the wiser. True, Johnny 
must equipped with few jingles “to repeat 
home”, must familiarized with few tech- 
nicalities grammar order “make his grade.” 
is, however, far cry from this standard attain- 
ment the goal real appreciation the beauti- 
ful literature and ideal pure speech that will 
make slovenly use the Mother Tongue just 
unkempt hair. 

Since one else can perform the “check up”, let 
the teacher take this responsibility upon herself. Let 
her ask herself, first all ,if she has had definite 
aim and clear idea the field covered this 
department. all too many cases the honest 
teacher will forced admit having entertained 
haphazard, hazy, idea what she intended ac- 
complish the language work if, indeed, she had 
set out accomplish anything all. 

Our first duty then, concern ourselves 
establishing, least our own minds, definite 
aim and firm conviction the importance this 
work. That language important school subject 


goes without saying. subject thoroughly per- 
meates the work the other subjects does 
English. Moreover since language the universal 
medium expression, likewise the commonest 
means judging character and personality. This 
view the subject alone would place above any 
other study the curriculum. For one may 
through life successfully without knowing the date 
the battle Waterloo; one may move the most 
cultured circles and wholly devoid ability 
solve problem square root; but lack power 
express one’s self correctly and elegantly will prove 
lifelong handicap. 

Furthermore, since express what think and 
feel, real language work involves training right 
thinking and proper emotional attitudes—in other 
words character building. one has had exper- 
ience dealing with human beings without realiz- 
ing how well-nigh ineradicable are the habits and 
impressions early childhood—not educators alone 
but phychologists, physicians, and other theorists 
urging parents and teachers recognize this 
act. 

Viewed from this angle, the actual subject matter 
imparted counts for not nearly much the 
enthusiasm and power stimulation the disposal 
the one undertaking impart it. 

The wise teacher, however, will definitely outline 
for herself the ground she should expected 
cover, Step step she must compare her results 
the past with her hopes for the future and decide 
wherein she has been lacking. 

Before little child attempts self-expression 
interested the expression others, hence story 
telling our logical point departure. 

The choice the story depends chiefly the 
needs and interests the group whom told. 
Every story told should possess real literary value, 
containing clear plot and plenty action. Above 
interpreted, for tell story well one must put 
one’s self into its spirit. This also necessitates 
most thorough preparation. Not only the story 
itself must mastered, but likewise its history and 
setting, and best not memorize the story un- 
less its success depends upon the exact rendition 
the author’s words, the case with “Little Black 
Sambo,” Kipling’s “Just So” Stories and few 
others. The story should read through several 
times and mental outline made. Then should 
re-read order decide which parts should told 
verbatim. 

The best story teller usually the one gifted with 
the greatest insight into child nature. Skill dram- 
atic art not necessary asset. The story should 
told through simply and naturally. When the 
end reached care should taken stop and not 
dwindle off indefinitely with some such inane ques- 
tion as, “Did you like that story, children?” the 
story has been well told the children will discuss 
and criticize spontaneously. Sometimes 
better omit discussion order let the lesson 
sink in. Particularly this true the highly ideal- 
istic story. 
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The value story telling obvious. Through 
stories the child guided choose good literature 
and love it. His desire read for himself will 
stimulated. Story telling also promotes concentra- 
tion and development imagination and vocabu- 
lary. More than any other phase language work 
does contribute the formation character and 
ideals. Considered thus, not story telling well 
worth whatever time and effort may give it? 

From the story naturally pass the consider- 
ation the poem. Someone has defined poetry 
emotion intensely felt thought artfully expressed. 
art, and must, therefore, presented 
such. Least all the phases language work, 
does poetry lend itself set, mechanical methods. 
Its spirit must caught rather than taught. 

Not develop knowledge and love poetry 
the child before the years early adolescence 
serious mistake and one often made the past. 
Through the use poetry the child’s imagination 
and sense beauty are cultivated, and not merely 
developed. Poetry helps him realize the uncom- 
monness common things. acts tonic 
his ideals. 

selecting poetry for the primary grades 
make our first choice from the nursery rhymes 
Mother Goose. These rhymes, while not exquisite 
their structure, are once dramatic, full ex- 
pectancy, repetition, imagination and fun. Our 
further choice will decided chiefly the inter- 
ests and experience our group. must borne 
mind that many poems written about children 
appeal the adult mind only, while the other 
hand some few poems written for adults are enjoyed 
children. Often their appreciation consists rather 
sensing the rhythm than understanding the 
thought. 

The presentation poem will rendered much 
more effectual recited, rather than read. The 
less mechanical the rendition the better the result. 
While should strive lead the child make his 
own mental pictures, are never justified sub- 
jecting the poem close and surgical analysis. 

regard memorizing let never forget that 
our aim teach the child love poetry. pur- 
suing this goal, will avail little give him 
mastery many poems their acquisition has 
spelled drudgery. well let the class decide 
which parts the poem they like best and 
memorize these. 

Stories and poems which the dramatic element 
predominates may rendered the form plays. 
This work has lately risen special prominence, 
the primary grades, chiefly because the oppor- 
tunity for self-expression which affords. must 
ever remembered that purpose dramatization 
not produce actresses, but rather develop 
originality and spontaneity. The wise teacher, while 
suggesting, helping and directing will leave the 
responsibility the finished product wholly the 
hands the children. She will recognize the 
natural dramatic instinct inherent child nature 
and make use its many possibilities for broaden- 
ing and enriching the child’s English experience. 

far have chiefly concerned ourselves with 
the teacher’s part the work; will now turn our 
attention that which has been even more neglect- 
ed, the return from the child. The ability think 
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accurately and express his ideas correctly per- 
haps the most valuable possession the child can ac- 
quire. This have stated before. is, therefore the 
duty every teacher assist her class take defi- 
nite steps toward the end. Since must encourage 
freedom expression, much will depend upon the 
relationship betweeen teacher and pupil. Until 
real bond sympathetic understanding estab- 
lished, inaccuracies expression should over- 
looked. After the ice broken, however, the earnest 
teacher will leave nothing undone rouse the 
child desire use his native tongue correctly. 
While her own corrections must tireless and un- 
ceasing, better results will obtained the children 
are trained notice and correct each others’ mis- 
takes. The election the vigilance Committee, the 
making language posters, the use printed signs, 
and especially the playing corrective games will 
much further the cause. 

must borne mind that there are certain 
fundamental grammatical habits which the teacher 
primary children should feel responsibility for 
initiating, and these perhaps the most important 
that establishing the sentence sense. When the 
already overburdened teacher high school English 
receives composition which nine-tenths the 
called sentences lack either subject pred- 
icate, can hardly blame her for making few 
pointed remarks concerning the efficiency our 
elementary schools.

easy give young child the “feel” 
complete statement. Here again the children may 
led correct each other.

That 
serious mistake over-emphasize the formal 
aspects English has been proved the results 
attained with the old-fashioned lock-step system 
artificial English teaching. Under this regime such 
assignments the following were not uncommon 
even the primary grades: “Write ten sentences 
that are questions and ten that are declarative.” 
though the child felt need self-expression, 
usually compiled with the request laboriously and 
conscientiously. Ten the sentences asserted them- 
selves interrogative invariably beginning with 
“Can you” and ending with conspicuous buttonhook 
question marks. The other ten laid equal claim 
being declarative means their immense polka- 
dot periods. was matter little moment that 
fifty per cent the words were misspelled and 
practically all the sentences wholly devoid proper 
construction. Such teaching defeats its own pur- 
pose, indeed can said have purpose. 
not only destroys any originality innate love 
expression which the child may possess; gives 
him opportunity repeat incorrect forms until they 
develop into harmful English habits.

general the essays the ancients, which 
are profound, moderate, sensible, were written 
enforce the highest standard morality known 
the pagan, whereby old-time men were rendered 
wise and virtuous. 

Sir Thomas More, 1477-1535, the most prom- 
inent the English Humanists, surprisingly 
modern. This illustrious pioneer witnessed the 
hardiest struggles the New Learning England, 
which country was then one hundred years behind 
Italy, and nine hundred years behind Ireland the 
Renaissance work. More’s first pamphlet essay, 
which wrote shortly after leaving Oxford, was 
attempt reconcile the New Learning with the Old. 
This pamplet, entitled Dorpium, which was 
widely circulated, helped break down existing 
prejudices against the revivalists the ancient 
classics, and especially against the sciences. Thomas 
More lamented the treatment Roger Bacon;

FIFTH GRADE 

EGINNING with the fifth grade open the 

door the higher grades for the securing 
better original product story-telling. the 
previous grades the element pleasure was first 
importance, and this order that the children’s 
interest might aroused and enthusiasm reign. 
The same important element must remain the 
work advance the higher grades, but 
addition this the element real work must 
become prominent. Original stories produced the 
creative minds the children should receive empha- 
sis this grade. That their original stories may 
built proper bases they should given definite 
study story-structure, and stories with which 
they are familiar should outlined the class 
with the assistance the teacher. The study the 
story “Who Loved Best” might taken 
model. The story should first outlined. This 
done study each paragraph. The children 
should allowed find the “big thing” the 
paragraph, then the “small things” which they al- 
ready know major and minor items, respectively 
When the outline complete any child should 
able tell the whole story from once-reading. 
There should three divisions stories: the first, 
consisting repeated stories; the second, recon- 
structed stories; and the third, original stories. 
this grade emphasis should placed the orig- 
inal story. Some time might devoted myths 
and legends, but more importance are the stories 
adventure and discovery; history, and ani- 
mal life; well as, biography. The children might 
allowed give stories explorations and dis- 
coveries learned their history class. connec- 
tion with these the time sequence should empha- 
sized. 

The sequence the time and cause can 
brought when outlining stories battles, 
movements campaign, matters connected 
with political life, the various classes elections, 
even the happenings social functions, per- 
haps excitable events the day. And while work- 
ing with all these the Bible stories should not 
overlooked. These are always good and are bound 
hold especial interest for the children. few 
these wise selection will give taste and color 
the whole. The writer suggests one long story 
for each semester this grade. Most writers 
this subject advise but one long story for the school 
year, but believe that the children the fifth 
grade can very nicely handle one long story each 
semester, and especially they can see the story 
picture. good plan first read the story, 
then discuss the different parts, and have this fol- 
lowed the writing outline. Writing out- 
line for long story will create more interest the 
class than the teacher can possibly look for. out- 
lining story has been thoroughly developed the 
short sections, the long ones will take care them- 
selves. “Robin Hood” story that all children 
love read because they find excitment and 
adventure. they can see picture this after 
reading the story will the greatest pleasure 
they can have. Another good story outlining and 
study this grade the “Odyssey.” 


Referring the outline for this grade, find 
that “Greater Interest Story-Telling” followed 
“Teaching Argumentation.” few words this 
point might help the teacher. the previ- 
ous grades the children were thrown into argument 
the criticisms offered their oral composition 
work, and also their written work where cor- 
rections had made. this grade broader 
subjects are used and the long story studied and out- 
lined. The outlining the long story will give 
plenty opportunity for Argument. The story 
long; the outline must brief. Discussion 
which several points suggested should the 
major item will bring the children into contest. 
Here they will learn the necessity making logical 
statements. The reasons should stated and the 
children held closely the point. they cannot 
come logical conclusion the major points 
the outline, three the pupils may asked 
sum the best arguments made both sides 
the question. Here you have the initial step 
minature debate. From the discussion the 
major items the chapters the long story the 
class was divided into two parts; the sides were 
formed and before the debate was born, logical 
statements were coming forth from the contestants. 
This what Argument means, and right here the 
children should introduced the Debate, and 
made understand that debate formal argu- 
ment. Subjects with which they are familiar their 
history geography might selected for debate. 
This, however, should not frequent, but only for 
sake variety the Story-Telling division. From 
history such subjects the following might 
given: Was Washington justified leaving the 
fires deceive the British? Was fair name 
this land ours “America”? the Geography 
lessons might taken: Would the ‘Amazon River 
good place for farming? North America 
better place live than South America? Other 
Subjects: Was the Pied Piper Hamelin justified 
carrying off the children? Was Robin Hood 
really dishonest? children who live the city 
have more pleasant life than those who live the 
country? 

Argumentation can easily taught these fifth 
grade children entering into discussion such 
familiar subjects the above. What want 
secure correct expression sequence logical 
sentences. The children are not too young this 
grade begin realize that their statements 
should show sound judgment. The sooner they are 
taught this the better. The sooner they become 
accustomed making statements 
sequence, the clearer their judgment becomes. They 
should given frequent exercise following state- 
ment after statement until they can fully realize 
how one depends upon another. 


Not long ago the writer conversation with 
woman who was about take train heard her 
make this statement complementary her own 
punctuality: “My mother always insisted upon 
being time for everything. always grateful 
for the way she trained me.” Two minutes later she 
made this statement: always like see the Sis- 
ters. was raised orphanage. mother died

There are some people advanced years who 
cannot tell the difference sound between the ring- 
ing bell and organ peal; and others who 
cannot tell the difference between piano playing and 
violin playing. The training the ear was neg- 
lected. the business the teacher train the 
child get his words and phrases through the ear, 
“catch” his ways saying things. continued 
use conscious and unconscious imitation the child 
will make these his own. Repeated use bound 
fix them habit. 


spite the fact that the child comes into pos- 
session his language stock reading, his 
ear that furnishes his speech. Children may read 
widely, deeply, closely; but the word expressions 
they read will never incorporated into their 
language unless they mentally hear the words they 
see. 


attempt establish habitual use correct 
speech forms correcting errors written com- 
position simply waste precious time for the 
teacher, and for the pupil tiresome, mechan- 
ical task. The child knows better than make mis- 
takes that write themselves. The habits the 
tongue are sure recorded the pen. The only 
way out the difficulty first establish the cor- 
rect speech form the tip the tongue. All 
incorrect expressions are entirely eliminated 
from that little organ which once the best and 
worst thing the world-the tongue. These incor- 
rect expressions are replaced correct ones, 
and the correct ones are repeated until they 
are really part the they are incor- 
porated with him that the incorrect form will sound 
harsh his ear, sufficiently harsh disgust him. 
must grant that the use good English born 
familiarity, then becomes imperative the 
part the teacher see that the child familiar 
with correct speech forms. This the only way 
that the child can overcome the undesirable speech 
element outside influence. 


help the repetition process the child 
should hear the speech those “who know” and 
should read the literature that belongs the “elect” 
These will exert the highest and strongest influence 
his language development, which will gain con- 
stantly increasing power—the word, the phrase, the 
sentence, and the paragraph. This power can at- 
tained other way than practicing the cor- 
rect form until “sounds right,” and the ear becomes 
sensitive the incorrect. this method per- 
severed in, the motor reaction becomes automatic 
and the correct form will take care itself and 
speak itself while the mind caring for the 
thought content.

The child has mental picture the 
subject which reports. should make 
effort see this picture fine degree clear- 
vividly should see that those who hear 
him make the report are obliged form the mental 
picture themselves. The language used the 
children this grade making their reports should 
show growth power. 

Let take lesson observation visit 
your Post Office. Previous the visit certain points 
pertaining the writing letters should have been 
discussed class. The Postmaster General the 
United States sometimes writes letter the boys 
and girls our country about postal service. his 
last message the school children told them 
that one family every ten puts badly addressed 
letter into the mail every day. This mixes over 
two million half-addressed letters with the twenty 
million fully addressed ones. This means that the 
correctly addressed letters must wait the slow- 
moving poorly addressed ones. 

Letter Writing taught the children from the 
second grade up, and still this important subject 
seems never reach any degree perfection, and 
yet the easiest topic that could given for 
study. Wherein lies the trouble? Why that 
even high school graduates cannot write desirable 
friendly letter, business one, even note 
acceptance, regret, etc.? only answer that 
Letter Writing was neglected the grades. 
sufficient time and attention had been given this 
subject each the grades, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral would not find necessary send message 
the children the country asking that they help 
the undesirable situation the postal service. 
these children once learn how direct letter 
parcel, the knowledge will stay with them, and the 
future men and women our country will able 
help much the present school children. Too, 
the school children should understand that besides 
helping the postal service they are really saving 
money for their fathers because the men the 
country have help pay the cost making out 
addresses letters and parcels sent out the 
thoughtless family every ten. 

The Post Office Department asks that whenever 
possible typewriter should used addressing 
envelopes. When typewriter not available, use 
pen and black ink, and write plainly possible. 
Use abbreviations only when necessary. Never ab- 
avenue. Names states have correct abbreviated 
forms, but addressing letters, best write 
the name the state full. The children should 
taught how write the address letter that 
going city, one that going village, 
and one that going the country (Rural 
Route). The sender’s address should appear 
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the upper left hand corner the envelope. 
punctuation marks should used the end each 
line the address. They serve purpose there 
and should not appear. Use period after Mr. and 
Mrs., and after any initial the name, otherwise 
points all. 

the children are instructed from year year 
this subject Letter Writing, should have 
trouble the higher grades, and not the shadow 
trouble the high school. 


couple months after Christmas each year 
the general Post Office Washington there are 
thousands packages auctioned. Packages 
which there are return addresses, and the ad- 
dresses not discernible. These are little points, but 
points that cause little trouble. Considering all 
this would seem that teachers should use eternal 
vigilance each year the grades order oblit- 
erate this careless way addressing envelopes and 
packages. 

After these lessons have been given the 
children this grade, the teacher should arrange 
with the Post Master for observation visit with 
her children the Post Office. There the officials 
will explain matters the children, and they can see 
and hear the correct thing from the right persons. 
Too, the teacher might invite the Post Master 
give talk her class the necessity properly 
directing letters and packages. After this has been 
done, the children will able talk this subject 
themselves, and they should allowed 
frequent intervals. 


The second division under Oral Reports Book 
Reviews. The children should instructed read 
ligent review their contents. small amount 
such work could attempted this year. Children 
love read once they acquire taste for it. After 
they have been taught choose discreetly, they 
could read their books home and give the reviews 
the class. Magazine and newspaper articles 
value could read home and reviewed before the 
class where discussions might follow participated 
those who had read the same articles. out- 
line the contents the book the article 
should written the board and exception taken 
necessary, thereby provoking discussion.

The story should worthy 
reproduction some way and the child should 
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able tell simply, clearly, and directly, with 
sense unity and coherence. should taught 
bring the rehearsal quick close with strong 
climax. 

order that the children this grade may 
directed their home reading will necessary 
for the teacher keep touch with the new books 
they appear the market, and divide them into 
two classes: the desirable, and the undesirable. The 
teacher’s responsibility this score not light, 
but with vigilance the watchword, where she 
points out, the children will tread. 

The third division under Oral Reports Current 
Events. The Children should encouraged take 
interest the building the daily history 
not only their own city, but their state and 
their country. least one period week should 
devoted reports Current Events. The 
children should urged gather all the informa- 
tion possible certain subject that just then 
being discussed the daily news. They might give 
opinions heard home elsewhere. Current 
Events often offer good subjects for arguments 
for debates. The main point however keep the 
children posted the daily happenings the city, 
state, and country. Usually Current Events paper 
subscribed for the school, perhaps ten 
twenty copies find place your reading table. Cur- 
rent topics are therein discussed and the children 
will least know the opinion current. The discus- 
sion these topics splendid opportunity for the 
easy flow correct speech. 


The literature for this grade must wisely 
selected, and the teacher should have mind 
large conception the value and significance the 
children’s reading. The aim should not merely 
for instruction the use language forms, but 
enlarge and deepen the thought and feeling 
expressed. Technical accuracy, skill, and worthier 
form will gradually develop, and the result will 
vital, especially the teacher gives room her 
heart well her mind for this large conception 
the real value and significance what this read- 
ing means these children. 

Results scientific observation prove that all 
mental growth beyond certain rudimentary stage 
depends absolutely self-expression—on finding 
fit utterance for the vague thought feeling that 
cannot form until comes birth language. But 
posssible for know these facts recorded 
science without fully realizing their importance. 
the teacher can succeed putting her own feeling 
into the very fiber her intellectual knowledge, 
then she has something give her children who 
will inspired her very presence, and who will 
hang her every word. Such teacher power- 
ful force language teaching.

LASTING HABITS, ATTITUDES, PRACTICES 
AND THE AFFECTIVE RESULTS 
RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION

basic trait moral, spiritual, and religious character 
cleanliness, with the several accompaniments neat- 
ness, tidiness, and orderliness. has its roots the 
physical and natural, and rises the sublimest heights 
supernatural values purity, modesty, and chastity. 
determines very much the health the child and condi- 
tions all his responses the school’s situations and 
the teacher’s efforts. 

well for the religious teacher lay the foundation 
the basic traits childhood that are within its capacity. 
Still moral cleanliness and uncleanliness are often stressed 
far advance the child’s ability know and respond 
achieving way, and physical uncleanliness grows 
apace, writing its hand numberless personal habits, 
without eliciting the necessary intelligent concern which 
will effect desirable changes. There likely too 
rapid progress the materials the ordinary catechism, 
without those basic achievements character and habit 
building, whose absence leads all the conceivable types 
defects adult moral conduct. 

All the truths, which relate themselves the child’s 
ability accomplish all the several subjects includ- 
ing religion, have correlation cleanliness. Every ac- 
tivity natural growth advances most advantageously 
the growing thing, when there cleanlinesss within and 
without. Nature profuse its examples the needs 
cleanliness. The best appeal the childish heart 
made through the avenues the clean. Religious ideals 
character every form art exhibit cleanliness 
all its aspects, physical, mental, moral, spiritual, and 
religious. 

Personal habits health and conduct all require the 
several phases cleanliness. Knowledge this regard, 
which affects the mind only, cannot said truly 
educative. Its basic facts were assayed out life situa- 
tions and functionings whose successes, health and 
cleanliness played the leading roles. The knowledge was 
acquired from the personal traits and conditions such 
realized themselves high degree character devel- 
opment. Its purposes can have better aim than pro- 
duce such the coming generation the young. Thus 
the experiences the race add the welfare and the 
advancement each coming generation. 


The religious teacher can freely employ both the direct 
and the indirect methods character development, 
much results from cleanliness. The fifth command- 
ment offers great deal direct material, which has 
vital message for cleanliness and health habits for the 
primary child especially. These basic habits respect also 
the commandment obedience, the cultivation the 
varied habits related this project will bring respect and 
honor parents and superiors. There are also the beati- 
tudes cleanliness, which can inspire the child with 
their practical observance. All the implications these 
habits are also evident the lives the saints and the 
biblical characters, who can bear lesson the children 
the several age levels. 

Through the indirect method more intensiveness se- 
cured good responses, which build very effectively for 
wholesome character. particular regard for the senses 
which are most employed the child the way using 
and caring for them hygienically will assure right culture 
this line. Frequent and open discussion the right 
health conditions the room the matter light, air 
and temperature can held. The children can in- 
structed help care for these conditions themselves. 
Class room situations, which those who are aware 
the requirements habits cleanliness, neatness, orderli- 
ness enact the successful parts can set up. Grouping 
which the better appearing realize preeminence can 
arranged. Dramatizations sacred and secular stories 
can utilized show the attractiveness cleanliness. 

Child literature now abounds materials which raise 
very definite issues health and cleanliness, that 
school need wanting varied set instruments, 
with which beget the best habits. Play and games 
provide opportunities which the social obligations 
these habits can made prevail. should well 
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impressed upon the young mind that all for God, 
course, but next Him, does not concern themselves 
alone but the group which they may happen be. 
Many youth never realized his duties social way re- 
garding such habits, until the call came for activities 
through which planned achieve marriage with one, 
whose very appearance seemed him demand radi- 
cal change his cleanliness and health habits. then 
finds difficult make himself master all them 
short time, and does develop them they are only 
too often very short lived, but cultivated them, when 
found them necessary for that type social ‘achieve- 

The atmosphere the classroom, its ornaments, its 
sunshine, fresh air, and beautiful social interactions will 
all quickly caught their best advantage the young 
the cultivation their own personal traits. Above all 
the personality the teacher and her attitudes especially 
have their educative values which surpass all the ma- 
terials and teaching devices the school. The Athenians 
used say the masters households; “Get slave 
teach your child, and you will have two slaves.” 


The teaching effective must discern from day 
day, what advances are made the cultivation desir- 
able traits. These will seen the successes with which 
the children adjust themselves the life situations, which 
are frequently set up, which require such traits. There 
always the relationship between the two,—traits and 
right living. The child cannot cultivate traits, with which 
has opportunity live. These are not mere knowl- 
edge nice ways and persons and things; they are skills 
which the total personality the child exercised 
active way. 

The teacher must have some vision the kind char- 
acter and traits, which aiming develop the chil- 
dren. The teaching process has never been really com- 
pleted until the traits which the group capable have 
become outstanding aspects their personality. There 
always the abnormal shyness some the group, 
when they become aware that they are below the level 
others the group. Such children become the special 
charge the thoughtful teacher. question cir- 
cumventing harmful inhibitions, which may retard char- 
acter growth such children all their lives. 


the vision what the personality the child ought 
there much for the open minded teacher con- 
template. Character development should not become 
ingrowing process, which the children become the de- 
finite type that the teacher That would particularly 
sad case the teacher, who long ago thought that 
she had acquired model type personality development 
her own character. Adults are all too likely over 
appreciative their own opinions and accord them 
infallible value, and thus cut short the advances that every 
new group children can make towards mental, moral, 
spiritual, and religious beauty. The adult very much 
inclined call virtue his own conduct, which 
purest nominalism, because the virtue either low 
order positive vice. The models character which 
the sacred scriptures offer are safe guides, and the in- 
terpretation them the teacher must broad and beau- 
tiful minded, else will inject his own person and its 
limitations into the picture. Varied traits are required 
for beautiful and successful character, and the personality 
that does not integrate abundance them cannot 
considered rich. The religious teacher must exercise con- 
tinuous care that avoid limiting the vision the grow- 
ing young the personal traits his own particular 
form life, the exclusion the beauteous forms that 
may gotten from other sources. 

There always the general principle guide the teach- 
and the child. The child must achieve the use 
right conduct and conversely should clear him 
that relegated the fringe the group any 
undesirable traits that developing. should not 
allowed remain there, however, and his state ex- 
plained some generalizing adjectives. The level his 
ability achieve should detected that may 
induced urges working from within advance 
slow stages, least, greater number achieving 
contacts with the majority the group. 

The difficulty with such children will not solved 
pronouncing them incurable their conduct ills. Nor 
will the sacraments all eradicating them. The diffi- 
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culty only passed others the school, and then 
the church, and perhaps civil society. With such 
children mostly question where begin. They 
all have some traits that are good. They all have some 
abilities with which they can achieve. These are 
utilized their highest rate and value achievement. 
They lead the child try with ventures, inspired the 
other and more advanced fields right con- 
uct. 

will not analyze his defects and sins for him. 
can made anxious get away from them, way 
pointed out, which him possible, and which lead 
better things. cannot inhibit negation. in- 
hibits expression through other channels which 
finds achieving for himself and for the group. has 
some abilities which have been developed even the 
worst homes. will happy use these, usually, 
the teacher can only patient and wise and sacrificing 
the formalisms the curriculum, the discipline, and 
the class procedure. 

The study the constructive and causative factors 
the home will reveal the inner springs the child’s con- 
duct. Few homes prepare the child meet all the con- 
duct requirements the complex life the modern 
school. The school can also fail preparing such chil- 
dren for adequate adaptation all the calls that com- 
plex social order may make upon their abilities behave 
according right standards moral, spiritual, and religi- 
ous conduct. 

The school however largely burdened with just that 
task. cannot expect find excessive permanency 
the social orders that prevail, static set require- 
ments for success adjustment them. this com- 
plex situation found the answer 
the question, what character traits 
shall the school develop? What the 
ideal type personality towards 
which the teacher shall continually 
strive draw the children? 

The personality that will achieve 
the successes moral, spiritual, and 
religious conduct the very midst 
the changing social ways, which are 
often much criticized, the ade- 
quate one. That personality our 
day integrated whole all the 
character traits that can assembled 
out the orders that have passed 
away. This age heir all the ages. 
These inheritances bring the moral, 
spiritual, and religious dangers the 
past, well gifts varied culture. 
They are not parcelled out and local- 
ized, but they diffuse themselves ev- 
erywhere.

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THE TEACHING RELIGION 
Building Sunday School Class 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 


have seen that the experiences with Sunday 
Schools the childhood and boyhood Mr. Roland 
Ullman were anything but cheerful. Arrived 
adult age and entrusted with the management Sunday 
School solemnly resolved spare his pupils similar 
sad and depressing experiences. was bent making 
religious instruction interesting and fascinating. Let 
see how went about it, for every teacher religion, 
course, entertains the very same ambition. will follow 
Mr. Ullman’s career narrated himself and see what 
can learn from him. 
“Eventually, writes, did have class. hesitate 
say taught teach. Certainly not conform the 
typical picture teacher. “These brief sentences call 
for considerable comment and interpretation. They are 
pregnant with valuable suggestions. When tells that 
did not teach, means that did not teach the 
conventional sense the word. Here harmony 
with the modern trend didactics, which holds that the 
teacher should not teach but stimulate the intellectual 
activities the pupil and induce him learn for himself. 
The old time method teaching putting ready made 
information into the mind the pupil has been thoroughly 
discredited. matter fact, was repudiated far 
back the time Socrates, who set aside the traditional 
rigid didactic methods and was satisfied inspire, guide 
and direct his pupils their own investigations. His work 
for all that was not superfluous, for really helped his 
pupils find the truth, which without such assistance they 
would have been unable discover. The most advanced 
pedagogies today would not hesitate endorse the 
dictum that teaches best who teaches least. The great 
thing teaching not suppress the individual activity 
the pupils but develop its highest degree. 
Wherever can done let the pupils find the truth for 
themselves. Thus the pleasure discovery will theirs 
and the truth will take deep roots the mind. Our 
friend, then, did well abandoning the formalistic 
methods teaching and contenting himself with inspir- 
ing, directing and guiding his pupils their quest after 
the truth. This precisely the best kind teaching. 
Here another point far reaching importance: Cer- 
tainly, says Mr. Ullman, not conform the typical 
picture teacher. The typical teacher! Nobody would 
care called typical teacher. The picture 
typical teacher, whether man woman, not 
pleasant vision. the typical teacher the essential under- 
lying humanity has become overlaid with accidentals. 
There also onesided development, the intellectual side 
having expanded the detriment the other human 
qualities. associate with the typical teacher 
tating dogmatism, didactic pedantry and unappealing dry- 
ness method. Surely not delightful picture. won- 
der that the typical teacher becomes object ridicule 
his class and that there arises gulf between him and 
his pupils. ‘The teacher should first all man and 
woman the fullest sense. The contacts between him and 
the class should not mere formal and didactic na- 
ture but above all they must thoroughly human. The 
good teacher will resist the tendency become typical; 
will try remain human. that case, his contacts with the 
class will vital and sympathetic. will infinitely en- 
hance the dignity the teacher his pupils more 
than the pedagogue; the same time their friend, 
their companion, their confidant, their counsellor, their 
mentor; that them not merely abstraction 
but all round human being. all means may 
said every one that not conform the 
typical picture teacher. The typical teacher, that 
the teacher the narrow sense whom might designate 
the didact, incapable forming personalities; 
best transmits information and that again the dry- 
as-dust variety. Obviously, because his own nature and 
personality are only partially developed. lacks integra- 
tion. Ultimately the vital personality that counts. 
Eminently true what Sister Mary Esther, O.S.F. says: 
“It truism that one cannot give what one has not. 
And the best and choicest product education what 
unfolds itself under the guiding influence teacher, and 
the influence mind mind, soul soul; and there- 
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fore the personality the teacher, her character, her cul- 
ture, are far greater importance than her learning and 
her skill; what the teacher is, more importance than 
what she knows. was Emerson who said, “It little 
matter what you learn school; the question with 
whom you learn.” (Integration Personality the Chris- 
tian Teacher, Milwaukee, Wis.) Hence, the teacher must 
not approach his class from the narrow angle vision 
the teacher but come and stand before his broad- 
and larger capacity man. The less has the 
typical teacher about him the better is. 


Well, then, our friend now charge Sunday 
School class. His first gigantic problem get this class 
interested the study religion. for him discover 
the avenues that will lead from the existing interests 
the pupils the higher religious interests. How can 
link the interests, the preoccupations, the preferences 
his pupils with religion? succeeds doing this, 
the most difficult part his task has been accomplished. 
Children are interested something. They have natural 
cravings, loves, likes and desires. possible find 
line from these religion. The child curious, inquisi- 
tive, eager for knowledge. religion appears them 
something worth knowing, much gained. Then the 
natural curiousity aroused. Let see how our friend 
handles the situation. 


“To find subjects, continues, which would appeal 
the boys, had harked back memory own pursuits 
their age. had been average boy. enthusiasms 
and aversions had been just about like those all the rest 
fellow gamins. built programme the en- 
thusiasms, selecting for start list about twenty 
topics for class work.” good idea. The teacher himself 
has been young. Why does forget it? should not 
difficult for him get back the mentality his child- 
hood days, recall the things that were uppermost his 
mind that time and thus place himself the position 
which his pupils are present. That exactly what the 
truly human teacher does; is, the other hand, the very 
thing the didactic and typical teacher cannot accomplish. 
There tremendous pedagogical wisdom the injunction 
Christ that must become like children. Unless 
become like children cannot teach children. The 
teacher’s mind must remain plastic and pliable. must 
able shed his habits intellectual maturity when 
approaches his pupils, otherwise there remains between 
him and them chasm that cannot bridged over. The 
real teacher like child among children. With them 
tries become interested the new objects study, with 
them begins afresh the search for the truth. pro- 
ceeds from their problems, their difficulties, their points 
view, their mental environment. Child nature has not 
changed since the days our own childhood. The things 
which disliked are still distasteful the child today. 
There sense and profit employing methods which 
were odious and which rendered religious instruction 
atorture. The fatality that forget our own childhood 
experiences. Surely, difficult become again child 
after one has grown the full stature manhood, but 
indispensible for success everything Christ would 
not have emphasized it. Some teachers fear that they will 
sacrifice their dignity they come close the child 
mental way. Not all, but they will endear themselves 
their pupils and above all will able reach their minds 
and hearts. 

assist the first lesson Mr. Ullman. might 
have opened the Bible and read the first chapter Gen- 
esis. Mr. Ullman sensed that this would have been too 
remote from the present interests his pupils. wanted 
general response. wanted enthusiastic interest. 
wanted wholesouled attention. His boyhood experi- 
ences stood him good stead. They suggest him the 
manner his procedure. 


“My topic, the first Sunday, was rocks. came class 
with pocketful specimens, laid one the table. 
What kind stone this?., and chorus voices re- 
plied, Granite. That was correct, but one knew how 
had been made; explained that broadly speaking, there 
were two kinds rock: igneous—those produced fire 
and sedimentary—those resulting from deposits silt, 
sand, other materials and formed into rock pressure.

their sisters the world. They are not likely dabble 
much drugs and whether their vow poverty 
the fact that they are discouraged obedience from 
indulging the taste for medicines that many 
poor mortals have, whether they have not time 
taking medicines, they are reasonably free from this rather 
serious modern abuse. think, too, that have good reason 
assured from what know them that they are 
much less given drug dabbling and patent medicine 
swallowing than are the priests the country the av- 
erage. They may take some mild laxative that has been 
recommended physician some anodynes that are 
needed for their work certain times save them 
from disturbing pains and aches, but they not take the 
much advertised panaceas for all the ills mankind that 
one likely see the traces the penetralia 
sacerdotal houses. 

Every now and then, however, one finds Sister who 
sure that she has found wonderful remedy that ac- 
complishes great deal good for most the ills 
mankind and few others besides, and that she swears 
rather faithfully, not say fervently. When such 
woman appointed superior particularly small com- 
munity half dozen dozen nuns, she may and often 
does make rather uncomfortable for them insisting 
that they had better take some her favorite remedy. 
becomes comparatively easy for her persuade those 
under her control, that least does them good 
will them harm and worth while trying. That 
the favorite attitude mind all those who are in- 
terested the proprietary remedies. medicines taken 
general principles and without any particular indica- 
tions for them harm, then they are just certain 
good.

have had some rather interesting experiences with 
such superiors. Some years ago series tonic remedies 
that were advertised very widely—and expensively—and 
sold ever much more widely—or course they would 
not have paid their distributors, proved investigation 
the United States government have for their only 
genuinely active ingredient alcohol the shape cheap 
whiskey. These remedies, there were three them that 
remember very distinctly, contained the average some 
thirty percent volume alcohol. That was about the

Liturgical Vessels Requiring Blessed Consecrated 

Chalice. The word chalice comes from the Latin 
“Calix”, meaning cup. Chalice usually from eight 
eleven inches height, and consists wide base, stem 
with knob midway, and cup. The whole may gold 
silver, the cup only. account poverty, 
permitted make the cup inferior metal. any metal 
but gold used for the cup, the interior must heavily 
gold-plated.

Ciborium. The word ciborium derived from the 
Latin word “cibus”, meaning food, and called because 
contains the food the soul, the Bread Heaven, the 
Holy Eucharist. shape somewhat like chalice, but 
has larger bowl, and cover surmounted cross. The 
interior gold-plated. When contains the Blessed 
Sacrament, covered with silk drapery, always white 
gold color. sufficient have the ciborium 
blessed, but this must performed bishop 
priest whom delegates for the purpose. the first ages 
Christianity the term ciborium was applied the 
canopy over the altar, kind dome supported four 
pillars. From this canopy was suspended hollow dove 
gold silver, which consecrated hosts were reserved 
for the sick. This ciborium was replaced the tabernacle 
the beginning the sixteenth century. Rome the 
custom having tabernacle which rose above the altar 
table first came into use, and Italy general, influenced 
largely the good example set St. Charles Borromeo. 
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The change came very slowly France, where even the 
eighteenth century was still customary many cath- 
edrals suspend the Blessed Sacrament over the altar, 
and also Belgium and Germany. The Sacred Congrega- 
tion Rites August 21, 1863, put end such 
receptacles. 

Tabernacle derived from the Latin “tabernaculum”, 
small tent, diminutive tent booth. The 
tabernacle called memory the tabernacle the 
Hebrews, which sheltered the ark the covenant. The 
ark was figure the Holy Eucharist; for the Blessed 
Sacrament the true ark the covenant God with 
man, 

Pyx. The word pyx comes from the Latin word “pyxis”, 
which taken from the Greek meaning box- 
wood receptacle, which was first used for all vessels 
which the Blessed Sacrament was kept. But now the 
name the small vessel used carrying the Holy Euchar- 
ist the sick, shaped much like watch, and 
kept silk-linen case, which there are also small 
corporal and purificator.

Luna. The word luna comes from the Latin 
moon and called from the crescent shape had the 
beginning. The luna receptacle which the large 
Host placed before put into the ostensorium for 
benediction exposition the Blessed Sacrament. The 
luna must blessed, and priest may bless it. 

Ostensorium Monstrance. These two words are de- 
rived from the Latin “ostendere” and both 
meaning the show.

The thurible 
the vessel which incense offered and burned 
liturgical cermonies. 

Incense-boat, called from its shape, the vessel 
which the incense kept before burned the censer. 

Aspersorium Latin term signifying relating 
sprinkling”, and comes from the Latin “aspergere, 
sprinkle. The aspersorium portable vessel containing 
the holy water with which the congregation sprinkled 
before High Mass Sunday. 

The word aspergill comes from the Latin 
from the same root and signifies 
little sprinkle. The aspergill metal rod, one end 
which ball with many perforations and generally 
with sponge with long bristles inside help sprinkle 
the water.
